What’s more, for 
the first time, Sedona receives full 
screen credit. 

Based on a novel by Max Evans, 


“The Rounders” began filming in 
Arizona after a delay of several years. 
Published in 1960, the book had been 
optioned by two major studios, but 
neither could find the right stars for the 
two leading roles at the right time. Sub- 
sequently, the option was picked up by 
MGM, a screen play was written by 
Director Burt Kennedy, and Producer 
Richard E, Lyons succeeded in signing 
Ford and Fonda. 

Filming began with bronc-busting 
scenes on a prairie south of Sedona, 
with massive, red rock cliffs providing 
an awe-inspiring background. 

“Looking at the scenery or at our 
actors, you wouldn’t know this wasn’t 
the old West,’ commented Lyons. 
“Cowboy outfits haven’t changed any 
more than those mountains.” 

However, the difference was notice- 
able when the Hollywood troupe of 125

All went smoothly until the truck 
drove under a camera boom on which 
director Burt Kennedy was perched, at 
which point “Ol’ Fooler,” shying at the 
overheard mechanism, broke his 
harness and banged into the boom. 

The blow, which nearly unseated 
Kennedy, was followed by the ornery 
horse’s exit up and over the cab of the 
truck, kicking in windows as he leapt. 

All three escaped with minor 
scratches as the director delivered a 
slightly unsteady, “Cut!”

moved into the streets of Sedona, itself. 
Several hundred local citizens, hired as 
extras, plus a number of tourists who 
wandered into camera range, as well as 
modern autos and the parading Arizona 
State College band and majorettes, 
gave evidence that time had marched 
onward. 

Meanwhile, Sedona enjoyed its in- 
creased participation in the filming of a 
motion picture. When the town was 
first settled in 1870, it was named Oak 
Creek Canyon Station. But Post Office 
officials frowned on this over-long 
name and, in 1902, Sedona was re- 
named after the bride of one of its 
leading citizens. 

Today, the community has a popula- 
tion of 5,400. It began to boom in 1948 
with an increasing influx of picture- 
makers from Hollywood, improvement 
of the water supply and the appoint- 
ment of a publicity and promotion com- 
mittee within the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Now Sedona has become a 
haven for artists, writers and the elder- 
ly retired. 

Hollywood’s part in its progress 


The Rounders Mat 3-A 
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stems back to the early twenties, when 
the first movie companies discovered 
the area. Oldtimers recall one of the 
first big films made there, “Riders of 
the Purple Sage,” and that Tom Mix, 
Richard Dix and William Boyd were 
early-day stars they met in person. 
Since then, the list reads like a Holly- 
wood Who’s Who, including James 
Stewart, Clark Gable, Rock Hudson, 
Alan Ladd, Joel McCrea, Robert Tay- 
lor, Gene Autry, Robert Mitchum and 
Burt Lancaster. 

Glenn Ford, himself, has ridden the 
local red dust trails twice for previous 
films, but Henry Fonda’s only earlier 
visit to Sedona was as a snapshot-tak- 
ing tourist in 1937, 

“Tt was a spot on the road then,” he 
said. “It had a little country store, a few 
ranch houses, and that was about all. 
If this keeps up, the only westerns 
they’ll be able to make around here will 
have to be contemporary ones.” 

However, Sedona isn’t worried. 
Hollywood is always welcome in the 
town to which “The Rounders” finally 
gave due credit — screen credit, that is.

With nearly 70 films to his credit, 
Ford has no intention of joining some 
of his fellow stars in Hollywood who 
prefer doing only an occasional picture. 

“Work agrees with me,” says the 
rugged actor, and his trim, six-foot-one 
frame is visual proof of it. 

“The Rounders” marks the 15th 
western picture for Ford, honorary 
member of the Cowboy Hall of Fame 
in Oklahoma, and a two-time Silver 
Spur-winner and “Cowboy of the Year” 
as a result of his performances in such 
films as “Cowboy,” “3:10 to Yuma” 
and ‘“The Fastest Gun Alive.” 

Equally at home in Western garb or 
dinner jacket, Ford has no preference. 
“Westerns are easier for me because 
cattle and horses are my business,” he 
says. “I was raised in horse country in 
Canada and California. But although 
I’m comfortable in western settings, a 
performer can’t or shouldn’t have a 
preference at to the type of picture he 
makes if he’s worth his salt as an 
actor 

Is there a type of character he has 
never portrayed that he would like to 
play? 

His answer is no. “To accept a picture 
assignment based purely on the type of 
character you'll be playing means that 
you aren’t reading the script but just 
your own lines. My decision is based on 
the overall picture—the quality of the 
story and the credibility of the charac- 
ters.” 

In “The Rounders,” Ford has the 
part of a modern-day bronco-buster 
who, with the aid of his pal, Henry 
Fonda, sets out to break “Ol’ Fooler,” 
a cantankerous old roan whose name 
effectively describes him. 

“The picture has lots of laughs, lots 
of action and lots of outdoors,” said 
Ford, “and that adds up to my idea of 
entertainment for everyone in the 
family. Do you know anyone, no matter

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what his or her age, who doesn’t like 
action, laughs and the outdoors ?” 

Although Ford was born in Quebec, 
Canada, he has lived in California since 
the age of eight and first caught the 
acting bug when he played leading roles 
in plays put on at Santa Monica High 
School. After graduation, he auditioned 
for and won the part of the grocery 
boy in a west coast presentation of Lil- 
lian Hellman’s play, “The Children’s 
Hour,” which proved a stepping stone 
to film roles. 

His career, however, was interrupted 
by two-and-a-half years in the U.S. 
Marine Corps. After the war, he re- 
turned to films and scored two outstand- 
hits in succession, the first opposite 
Bette Davis in “A Stolen Life” and the 
second with Rita Hayworth in “Gilda.” 
Since then he has remained one of 
Hollywood’s busiest and most-in-de- 
mand stars, with a distinguished list of 
films to his credit. 

Many of his close friends were his 
pals in Santa Monica High School, 
where he returns each year to present a 
“Glenn Ford Achievement Award” to 
the school’s outstanding actor.
